South Korean Businessman Is Key Figure 


U.S. Probes Congressmen on

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 {Ὁ} 
—Th2 FBI and a federal grand 
jury here are investigating alle- 
gations that Washington-based 
South Korean businessmen 
Tongsun Park and Korean agents 
have given cash and gifts to more 
than 20 Ὁ. congressmen to 
“create a favorable legisiative 
climate” here for the South 
Korean government of President 
Park Chung Hee. 

The investigation, which is 
based Gn information collected 
_Guring the last six years by the 
State Department, National Secu- 
rity Agency, U.S. Customs Ser- 
vice, CIA and FBI, is being co- 
ordinated by the Justice Depart- 
ment's Public Integrity Section, 
Bccording to Justice Department 
sources. 


A government source with close 
knowledge of the probe said it 
involves the most sweeping alle- 
gations of congressional corrup- 


. fon ever investigated by the 


federal government. The investi- 
gation is still in its early stages. 

According to another well- 
informed source, the investigatian 
has progressed furthest on allega- 
tions involving Rep. Joseph Ad- 
dabbo, D-N.Y.; Rep. Robert Leg- 
gett, D-Calif.; Rep. Otto Passman, 


allegations that these five and at 
least 17 other present and former 
congressmen, both Democrats and 
Republicans, received large 
amounts of cash or expensive 
gifts cf furniture, jewelry, vace- 
tons, airline tickets and Javish 
entertainment from Tongsun Park 
and others acting an behalf of the 
South Korean government. 

According to Tongsun Park's 
attorney, William Hundley, Mr. 
Park denies all allegations of im- 
Propriety. 

Investigators have already 
obtained voluminous financial 
records from Tongsun Park and 
the FBI has questioned persons 
Close to several congressmen un- 
der investigation. Suzi Thompson, 
8. Korean-born assistant to retir- 
ing House Speaker Carl Aibert, 
D-Okla,, also has been subpoenaed 
by the grand jury, which granted 
her immunity from prosecution to 
compel her to testify. 

The investigators must deter- 
mine whether cash and gifts 
aulegedly received by any of the 


Further complicating the in- 
vestigation are sensitive diplo~ 
matic questions raised because 
important information about the 
alleged intent of South Korean 
agents under investigetion was 
obtained from “highly sensitive 
intelligence sources” inside the 
highest levels of the South 
Korean government in Seoul and 
its embassy here, according to 
government sources. 

Investigators, the sources said, 
believe these intelligence sources 
may include highly placed espi- 
onage agents or wiretaps or 


telligence officiais reportediy 
feel that this information is so 
sensitive that they would rather 
have the investigation limited 
than expose current espionage 
techniques and personnel, 
According to 8, high Justice 
Department official, Intelligence 
pratocols leave the final decision 
on the use of this kind of infor- 


. mation to the agency that obtain- 


ed it. A source said that the 
National Security Agency is not 
yet fully cooperating with ihe 
investigation and ssid that Justice 
Department officials reportedly 
Suspect thet the CIA also is not 


Spokesman 
told The Washington Post that 
“the policy of the State Depart 
ment is to provide to the Depart- 
ment of Justice any information 
which comes to its attention in- 
dicating that violations of US. 
law have occurred. There has 
been no exception in the current 
investigation. We have promptly 
provided everything we have to 
the Justice Department.” 

4n additional concern of in- 
vestigators is that much of the 
cash allegedly distributed by 
Tongsun Park and others may be 
explained by recipients as cam- 
paign contributions. 

Before last year, it was not 
illegal for a foreign national to 
make campaign contributions to 
congressional candidates. There 
is a three-year statute of limita— 
tions on prosecution fer illegal 
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congressiona! campaign contribu- 
Uons. 

The allegations, according to 
well-informed sources, center on 
information from intelligence 
sources that South Korean Pres- 
tdent Park agreed in the late 
1960s to make Tongsun Park the 
Principal “intermediary” between 
U.S. suppliers and South Korean 
buyers of various internationally 
shipped commodities. 


The Arrangement 

In return, according to the 
sources’ account of the ailega- 
tions, Tongsun Park agreed to 
use some of the money gener- 
ated by this arrangement to en- 
tertain and give cash and gifts 
to U.S. officials to improve the 
“legislative climate” here for the 
South Korean government. 

Among other things, the South 
BKorean government was seeking 
to maintain high levels of US. 
military and economic ald to 
President Park’s regime, assure 
that the 42,000 U.S. troops sta- 
tioned in South Korea would not 
be withdrawn and stem criticism 
here of the internal control 
methods of President Park's re- 
gime and its Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

Under the alleged arrangement 
with President Park, according 
to the sources, Tongsun Park has 
allegedly reported directly to the 
South Korean President and dis- 
bursed funds among South Ko- 
Tean agents in the United States. 
The sources said that some of 
the information from intelligence 
sources about this arrangement 
may have included “boasis or 
Yies meant to inflate the agents’ 
roles and cover {thelr] embezzle- 
Ment of funds intended for con- 
gressmen." 

Investigators haye learned that 
Tongsun Park has converted a 
tremendous amount of his ner- 
sonal and business funds to cash, 
sources said, In one month, he 
reportedly wrote checks to “cash” 
for more than $900.000, accord- 
ing to a source. 

Cash Shipments 

Tongsun Park also has had 
regular shipments of cash deliv-

To Keep Eye on

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP). 
—A prominent international body 
of scientists has formed a com- 
mittee to monitor as well as 
promote controversia} genetic 
research that is potentiay both 
beneficial and dangerous. 

The International Council of 
Scientific Unions, composed of 
groups from 100 nations, an- 
nounced formation of the com- 
mittee yesterday at_a meeting 
held at the National Academy cf 
Sciences here. 

Sir John Kendrew, council 
secretary-general, said the new 
body, called the Committee on 
Genetic Experimentation, would 
try & do internationally what 
some governments are doing 
alone—that is, to see that such 
research is conducted safely and 
for the benefit. not the detri- 
ment. of mankind. 

Of concern is so-called recom. 
binant DNA research, in which 
genetic material from one species 
of life is combined with that of 
another species. This produces 
organisms with characteristics of 
both species.

Demirel’s Survival Is Surprise in Turkey

ANEARA, Oct. 15 (NYT).—A 
Turkish officiel was asked recent.

‘When Premier Suleyman Demi- 
vel patched together a four-party 
coalition in March, 1974, few ex- 
perts gave him much chance for 
survival, Since then, the coalition 
has gained strength and provided 
Turkey with its first relatively 
Stable govermrment since 1971, 
Even his crities concede that the 
Premier has performed a political 
miracle. 

But the price of stability has 
been bigh. In order not to offend 
his right-wing coalition partners, 
Mr. Demirel has moved very cau- 
tiously on such critical issues as 
Cyprus and civic unrest. More- 
over, Many analysts 1661 that he 
has played politics with the 
economy by failing to impose un- 
popular restrictions despite serl- 
ous inflstion and problems with 
the balance of payments. 

“This has been a do-nothing 
administration,” said a European 
diplomat, “Political survival is its 
prime goal.” 

Decisive Resnlt 


* accordingly, there is widespread 
hope in this capital that next 
year's elections will produce a 
decisive result, As an economist 
put it, “This country needs a 
majority government that can 
take the necessary decisions.” 

Myr, Demirel, 51, is a huge, 
hearty character with enormous 
appeal among Turkey's vast and 
often illiterate peasantry. Urban 
intellectuals might consider him 
a country bumpkin, but in the 
provinces he is known affection- 
ately as “choban Sulu,” or “shep- 
herd Sulu.” 

Mr. Demirel was first elected 
Premier in 1965 as leader of the 
dustice party, Turkey's main con- 
servative party. But in the late 
1960s, the country was swept by 
violence and instability, and in 
1971 the military forced him to 
resign and installed a series of 
civilian puppet governments.

Cypros Invaded 


In the summer of 1974, Premier 
Bulent Ecevit ordered the inva- 
sion of Cyprus and became a ne~ 
tional hero. To capitalize on his 
popularity, he resigned his post 
and tried to force new elections, 
but the move failed and plunged 
the country into seven months of 
uncertainty. 

When Mr, Demire! finally forg- 
ed the current government, it won 
@ vote of confidence by only four 
yotes. Now it commands 2 margin 
of about 20 supporters in parlia- 
ment, 

The coalition is plagued by con- 
tinvous bickering, but will prob- 
ably continue until the elections, 
which must be held by next Oc- 
tober. As Deputy Premier Turhan 
Feyzioglu explained, “There is no 
easy alternative to this govern- 
ment.” 

Beyond mere survival, the main 
achievement of the government 
has been rapid economic growth.

U.S. Money Supply Expands 
Sharply in the Latest Week 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., Oct. 15 
(AP;.—The U.S, economy will 
grow by 6 per cent next year, but 
there will be only slight progress 
in reducing inflation ang unem- 
ployment, the Business Council 
predicted here today. 

The couneil's forecast said un- 
employment should drop to 66 
per cent by the end cf 1977 and 
that inflation should decline to 
5.5 per cent. 

The business organization said 
it should not make much dif- 
ference to the economy whether 
President Fo.d or Jimmy Carter 
ig elected in November, although 
most members expressed 8 clear 
preference for Mr. Ford. 

“The economists we talk to say 
1977 isn't going to no 
matter who fs elected,” said one 
of the nation's leading bankers, 

But he and other corporate ex- 
ecutives criticized Mr. Carter for 
allegedly setting “contradictory” 
econcmic policies, zuch as aiming 
for a balanced budget while also 
trying to return to full employ- 
ment. “These things are con- 
tradictory,” said one. 

The Business Council is an or- 
ganization of top corporate Jead- 
ers, who advise the government 
on the economy from a business 
Point of view. 

The council] said in its econom- 
ie forecast, prepared by a group 
Of economists, that the extent 
and importance of the slow-down 
in economic growth in the past 
ΕΣ months has been overestimat- 


No Change Seen 

“The economists do not believe 
that recent developments have 
changed the overall thrust of the 
recovery or the forces powering 
it,” said John DeButis, chairman 
of American Telephone & Tele- 
graph, who delivered a summary 
of the forecast to reporters. 

However, the forecast showed 
that the corporate economists do 
not expect the economy to do as 
well next year as it has done so 
far in 1976,
